At first, the applicant acknowledged the examiner's action mailed November 5, 
2004. Now, claims 3, and 5-10 are still pending. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S,C, U2 

The examiner stated claims 3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The applicant has amended claims 3 and 7 as suggested by the examiner to 
remove the rejections. Claims 6 and 8-10 has been canceled without prejudice, thus, 
the rejections to claims 6 and 8-10 are removed. 

Claim Rejections under 35 V.S,C 102(b) and 103(a) 

Claims 3, 5-6 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Polgar et al. (63647 1 8). 

Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Polgar et al. (6364718) in view of Simmel et al. (6210228). 

In response to these rejections, the applicant has amended claim 3 and 
canceled claims 6 and 8-10. Now. claims 3. 5 and 7 are still pending in the instant 
apphcation. The ^licant makes the following explanation in view of the Office 
Action so as to make the claims in a position of allowance. Withdrawal of 
rejection to those claims is respectfully requested.

Reply to OfSce Action of November 5, 2004 

At first. Applicant believes that Polgar et al. is not a proper prior art in view of 
subject matter disclosed in the present invention. Please refer to paragraphs [0003] 
and [00041, it is apparent that the object of the present invention is to solve the 
problem of connector assembly cannot be used in the instance where the space 
above the top surface of the honsing is limited. However, Polgar et al. is just the 
type of assembly having latching means (24, 44) on top surfaces of the female and 
male connectors (12, 14) which the present invention is addressed to overcome. 
Therefore, Polgar et al. is not suitable as a prior art of the present invention. 

Now, please refer to the amended independent claim 3, the electrical 
connector assembly defined therein comprises a cable end connector and a header 
connector. The cable end connector provides a pair of latches respectively 
connecting to opposite side surfaces of the cable end connector housin g at 
pivotal points. The header connector provides a pair of wedgy blocks on opposite 
side surfaces of the header honsiny thereof. The wedgy blocks engage with the 
latches when the cable end connector completely mates with the header connector. 
The header housing of the header connector also provides an elongate wail on a 
top surfa ce thereof having a surface locating in the same plane as the mating 
surface of the header housing . The elongate wall provided on the top surface of 
the header housing is to prevent a cable end connector having latches on a too 
surface of the cable end connector housing to mate with the header connector. 
The present invention properly solved the problem described in the background. 
Polgar fails to address the issue. The remaining references do not address the same 
as well. Accordingly, claim 3 is patentable over Polgar et al. at least with the 
reason discussed above. 

Dependent claims 5 and 7 should also be allowable since their dependency 
from claim 3.
